Dealers, 


Exciting Events Leading to 


the Raid. 


Pretoria, April 80.—Dr. IV. J. Leyds, 


secretary o£ state of the South African 
republic, yesterday announced that the 
death 
penalties imposed upon John 


Hays Hammond, Colonel Rhodes and 
others of the Johannesburg Reform 
union had been remitted, but it had not 
yet been decided, what form of punish- 
ment would bo substituted for that 
\vliich had been abandoned. 


Monster petitions were signed in Pre- 


toria, and in Johannesburg, asking the 
president to pardon the members of the 
lieform union upon whom sentence was 
pronounced. 
The Boer jurors, before 


whom the condemned men would have 
been tried had they not pleaded guilty, 
also signed a memorial asking that ex- 
ecutive clemency be extended to the self- 
confessed conspirators. 


President Krujjer said.' on Tuesday, in 


regard to the sentences passed upon the 
leaders o£ the Johannesburg P.eforni 
union, that he was earnestly weighing 
In his mind the developments ol that day. 
He trusted, he added, that the.people oJ 
Johannesburg would calmly await the 
decision of the government. The Judg- 
ment or'the court would be presented-to 
tho executive in writing, when the mat- 
ter would be promptly dealt with. 


Hammond's physician stood by him 


while the sentence of death was facing 
pronounced. 
Hammond was weak in 


health, but showed not the slightest 
sign of fear. 


The Ultliindcr Kevolt. 


The Uitlanders who have come Into 


the Transvaal, built the flourishing city 
o£ Johannesburg, opened up a vast min- 
ingindustry and attracted such a swarm 
of enterprising, aggressive men, drawn 
from the fortune-hunting elements of 
.all nations, as to threaten to soon out- 
number the Boers in their own land, 
are regarded by tne sturdy Dutch South 
Africans of President Kruger's republic 
very much as the Mormon saints re- 
garded the • "Gentiles" when they be- 
gan to pour into Utah after railroad 
cqn'nection was established with it. 
""Uitlanders," meaning out-of.-tne-land 
people, or outlaws, .is the equivalent 
Boer expression to "Gentiles" as the 
Mormons of Brigham Young's day used 
it. It was in 18SO that the Boers began 
to be badly troubled with the Uitlander 
Invasion. 
Their 
old adversaries, the 


British, having extended their protec- 
torate over Zululand, began'a move- 
ment In that year to annex the Trans- 
vaal. A convention packed by British 
influences met at Pretoria, the Boer cap- 
ital, and went through the forms of 
voting for annexation to Great Britnin. 


But the tenacious burghers were not 


to be thus stampeded by a machine- 
made convention of Uitlanders. 
They 


no sooner heard what had been done 
and that a body of 400 British troops 
had been ordered up to occupy Pretoria 
than they took to the field with theLr 
deadly rifles. The British troops never 
reached 
Pretoria. 
In one small but 


stubborn fight after another the Boers 
beat back the queen's soldiers, under 
General Sir George Colley, and finally 
inflicted upon them the sanguinary de- 
feat of Majuba Hill. 


At no time In this famous campaign 


were there more than 700 British troops 
engaged. Ten times that num'bermlght 
have been quickly sent up from Natal to 
retrieve the prestige lost at Majuba 
Hill, but Mr. Gladstone, who was-then 
premier, decided that morally the Boers 
were right, and that Great Britain was 
strong enough to o'o justice and leave 
them to enjoy their Independence with- 
out regard to the bad effect upon the 
British military reputation In South 
Africa which the Majuba Hill disaster 
might have. So a. treaty of peace was 
made, by which the Transvaal republic 
preserved 
Its autonomy, but, as Mr. 


Gladstone stipulated, was to be subject 
to Great Britain's guidance and control 
In Its foreign relations. But this limita- 
tion President Kjuger is now understood 
to deny, and the German emperor has 
seemed to be ready to help him sustain 
the,' denial. 


So'on after the Gladstone treaty of 


peace was signed, gold was found in 
large quantities in the Transvaal. That 
Inevitably brought a new rush of Uit- 
landers. The Boer government has dog- 
gedly fought them oft. Itk has Imposed 
heavy taxes on their mines and spe- 
cial taxes on their mining tools, all with 
the idea of driving them off. But the 
mines have paid so well that, in.spite of 
all these taxes, the Uitlanders have kept 
on coming. 


Johannesburg-, the metropolis of the 


Ultlanders, is today the finest city in 
South Africa. It has good streets, elec- 
tric lighting, street railways, fine hotels, 
churches, banks, theaters and all the In- 
cidentals of high civilization — exdept 
equal rights on election day. The Boer 
government bars oufa majority of the 
residents of Johannesburg- from the 
rights of citizenship because .they are 
Uitlanders. They-wlll have no language 
but the Dutch-in-the courts or schools, 
though the population of the city mostly 
speaks English.. So the Uitlanders, in- 
telligent English-speaking men, owning 
most of the city's property,'. and them- 
selves without courts, schools or votes— 
practically with no rights that a Boei 
official is bound to respect. 


"On Dec. 26, 1895, the National Union ot 


tlie Transvaal, of which Charles.Seward 
was chairman, issued a manifesto at Jo- 
hannesburg, In which they declared they 
would labor for these ends:" 


1. The establishment of a republic as a 


true republic under .constitution ap- 
.proved by the whole people. 


2. An equitable franchise.and fair rep- 


resentation. 


3. The equality of the Dutch and Eng- 


lish languages. 
, . 
. " • • . . 


- 4. The responslblllty-.to the'legislature 
of tht heads of the jreat departments. 


5. The removal of religious disabilities. 
6. The establishment ol Independent 


courts of justice, with adequate pay for 
the 'Judges, which shall be properly se- 
cured. 


7. Llberal'education, 
8. An efficient civil .service, with an 


adequate pay 'and pension system. 


9. Free tro.de In African products. 
On Dec. 28; 1S95, the alleged appeal to 


Dr. Jameson from .the Uitlanders In 
the Transvaal was'reported to have betn 
sent, ;tnd the next day Jameson and his 
party started for the TransvaaL The 
third ~Sto.y the British and others at Jo- 
hannesburg. Instead 
of marching to 


Jameson's assistance, sent to President 
Krugcr and obtained concessions.' On 
Dec. 31, while Jameson was still march- 
ing on. Sir Hercules Robinson, imperial 
governor 
of Cape 
Colony, Issued a 


proclamation calling on loyal subjects 
o£ the queen to disown Jameson and keep 
tranquil. On the first day of the new 
year Jamefon was met by the Boers at 
Krugersdorp and defeated, on Jan. 
U he 


was again defeated at Doornkop, and 
on Jan. 3 he was in jail. 


At the moment of the failure of this 


!ll-timod 
attempt 
at ^ the Impossible, 


Cecil Rhodes, whom the latest evidence 
threatens to Implicate more thoroughly 
than, ever In the Jameson raid, resigned 
the premiership of Cape Colony. Then 
c:ime the arrests of residents of Johan- 
nesburg on the charge of treason, the 
cablegrams of Jan. 7 announcing the 
arrest of several men, Including Farrar. 
On the night of Jan. 9 Colonel Rhodes 
and Lionel Phillips were arrested, and 
the other arrests followed soon after- 
ward. On Jan. 21 the Transvaal gov.- 
ernment positively 
refused to admit 


John Hays Hammond to ball, and the 
only prisoners who were refused their 
freedom on this condition, at the time at 
which all others were admitted to bail, 
u-ere Rhodes, Hammond, Farrar, PhilP' 
IPS and Fltzpatrlck. , 


Startling Statements. 


London, April SO. — A lor. g message from 


Pretoria has been received here, which 
appears to confirm a dispatch from Pre^ 
toria published In the Paris Temps of 
yesterday, which Is to the effect that 
telegrams were put in as evidence dur- 
ing the. trials of the reformers, which, 
from a cipher discovered In Dr. Jam?- 
.son's baggaare after the fight at Doom- 
koop and the surrender of the raiders, 
prove the complicity of- the Chartered 
South African company with the Johan- 
nesburg reform leaders and Dr." Jame- 
son. 
They also prove that the Char- 


tered company, had opened a credit for 
£-100,000 In the name of Colonel Francis 
Rhodes, at Johannesburg, 'to organize 
the raid, and that the London Times 
had cabled to the Cape to the effect that 
delay in the Jameson affair wou^d be 
Imprudent.

denles the latter assertion.

Philadelphia, 
April 
30.— A general 


strike on" all the street railway lines o; 
the Union Traction company was or- 
dered late yesterday afternoon, and 
goes Into effect at 4 o'clock this morn- 
Ini:, when the clay cars are due to be- 
gin their runs, "v7ith. the exceptlon-of 
two comparatively short cross-town 
lines not controlled by this company; 
every railway line in the city is 'affected 
by the order. 
The company employs 


nearly 6000 men, but at this hour (3 a.m.) 
how many will go out is a matter of 
conjecture. The order to strike eman- 
au-d from the central board 'of the 
Amalgamated 
Association 
of Street 


Railway Employes, after an all day ses- 
sion. It was the direct result oi cor- 
respondence between a committee of em- 
ployes and'J. L. Walsh, president o( 
th(' Union Traction company, \vhen n 
proposition, offered by the men, to sub- 
mit their grievances to arbitration, was 
summarily rejected by President "Walsh. 
The principal question atjssue is the de- 
mand of tke men fo- !2 for a 10-hour 
day. The company has positively de- 
clared that such a demand cannot for n 
moment be considered-

Karrisburg, April 30.— Governor Hast- 


ings yesterday refused to grant a res- 
pit.; In the case of H. H. Holmes, who 
is to he hanged on May 7 for the mur- 
der of Benjamin F. Pletzel. In behalf 
of Holmes a. petition "was sent to the 
governor setting out that Holmes has 
540,000 worth of property, out of most of 
which he- Is being cheated, and that he 
wants time to recover It so that he may 
bequeath it to his heirs. He desires to 
produce evidence showing that he Is 
guiltyof the death of but two persons. 
their deaths being the result of criminal 
operations performed by him as a medi- 
cal practitioner.

working of the streec department have 
discovered that a number .of ..ex-officials 
are today driving good horses that were 
cast aside by one or other of the city de- 
partments as useless,or sold off for a mere 
tilHe.

The more the public Investigates the 


methods" of the street department; the 
more proof they find that "business is con- 
ducted in a most lax and unsystematic 
manner. 


II such loose methods are applied in 


tbe purchase of horses is it not likely tbat 
similar methods are used in thepurcbase 
of other supplies, and if in tbe street de- 
partment, why not as well in-some other 
departments, the lands and buildings for 
instance? 


This is but another proof of the -wisdom 


of Councilman Hallert'a resolution for 
the auditing of department accounts. 
In- 


deed the interests of the city at the pres- 
ent time.demands something more. They 
demand that tbe horse deal, and perhaps 
a few other transaciiona of tbe present 
year, should be fully investigated.

enforcement of a gold standard, we are 
absolutely opposed to the free coinage 
of sliver and to the compulsory purchase 
of silver bullion by the government.

THE SPECTACLE OF FIRE WAS 


AWFUL. 


Believed to Have Been of 


Incendiary Origin. 


• Cripple Creek, Colo., Apr'.: 20. — A 
second conflagration, accompanied by 
loss o£ life and Injuries to many persons, 
s"vvept the business part of this city into 
ashes yesterday. At least three men lie 
dead and 15 or 20 persons were burned 
and otherr/ise Injured. T«'o of the dead 
were klllet in an explosion of the Palace 
hotel boiler, and the other was a thief, 
who" "was shot by a policeman under 
orders. 


One thousand persona are "Without 


shelter, and the business m'en and prop- 
erty owners, who have lost all, with 
little or no Insurance, are almost In de- 
spair. They are In a fever of excitement 
and wrath against the incendiaries who 
are charged with starting this and Sat- 
urday's destruction. 


Mayur Steele has telegraphed for as- 


sistance from neighboring towns, In the 
v. ay of tents for the homeless, but the 
police department feels able to cope'wlth 
the situation. 


All that Is left of the camp Is "Old 


To;vn" over the east, Capitol Hill, the 
residence section northward, and scat- 
tering places about the Florence and 
Cripple Creek yards. 
West Cripple 


Creel;, across the Freeman placer, "was 
also spared. 


The loss will not fall short of S2.000,000, 


•which is more heavily Insured than tho 
property burned Saturday. All the sub-1 
atantial houses of brick and wood, the 
leading hotels, office buildings and better 
class of retail shops went up in smoke 
or He In ruins as the result of the dyna- 
mite exploded to stay the flames. 


The conflagration ended only when the 


residence portion was reached arid open 
spaces were encountered, across which 
the flames could not reach. 


The fire, which was undoubtedly incen- 


diary, started in the Portland hotel-on 
Second street, shortly after noon. 
A 


brisk breeze was blowing and the fire de- 
partment was unable to check Us prog- 
ress. The Portland was a rattle-trap 
and offered the best of kindllng'for the 
beginning o£ a conflagration. 
There 


was much excitement, as the residents 
had not recovered from their terrific ex- 
perience of Saturday. 
Everybody began 


to prepare to pack up and get away, but 
so rapid was the progress of the flames 
that the people soon became panic- 
stricken and a wild scene ensued. 


Teams were lashed up and down the 


streets by "excited men removing prop- 
erty. People with bundles were'runnlng: 
pellmell to the northward. 


The"roaring of thVffames, the crash ol 


falling timbers, following .the .explosion, 
ot dynamite and the shouts of frenzied 
man and women made an awful HPCC- 
.taoie, 
- 


Everybody on the hill hastened to 1'ind 


assistance by rushing into town to carry 
away valuables, much of which will re- 
main unidentified. 


At the first hint of looting property 


the police, aided by the citizens, gave 
prompt notice that death would be the 
fate of all thieves, and the story was 
alloat early that several thieves had al- 
ready been shot and their bodies left to 
be cremated. 


Humors of many lives lost added to 


the general consternation, and when the 
boilers of the Pacific hotel exploded, 
killing and Injuring several people, tha 
panic stricken and crazed citizens rushed 
about without apparent purpose or ob- 
ject. 


Late In the afternoon the wind veered 


.around to the east, drlvlnsj the cours/iof 
the conflagration to the more sparsely 
built-up residence district, and the -fire 
died out, leaving the high school building 
the only one of any size remaining in the 
camp. 


The list of business houses destroyed 


Includes every firm of any Importance 
In the city. Many residences were also 
swept away. 


No Hitches In Venezuelan Case. 


New York, April 30. — An American 


banker of the highest repute, who Is now 
In London, and who has ample access to 
•Inside information, has advised his house 
here that the rep'orts set on foot by Mr. 
Smalley concerning difficulties in the 
'settlement of the 'Venezuelan contro- 
versy were exaggerated and in many re- 
spects unwarrantable. He learns from 
tlie-hlghcst authority that the contro- 
versy is In a fair way to amicable ad- 
'Justraent, so promising that they con- 
sider it no longer j- menace to American 
securities abroad.

discoverer," and accepting the same. 


Mr. Mitchell, rep., Ws., in addressing

priest and o[ Jesuit bad no part in de- 
terming Wisconsin's choice of Marquette 
for the honors of statuary hall. 


"His pure and saint-like life, his writ- 


ings and Ills fame as the explorer of the 
Mississippi controlled the selection. He 
wan the first white man to traverse our 
territory and write a description of it. 
He wns the first to map .out our confines. 
He gave a name to the river after which 
our state is called. On our-soil he planned 
his voyage of 
discovery. 
From 
our 


borders he first caught sight of the waters 
of the.Mississippi. 


"Marquette," said he, "is tbe.one great 


historic character 
identified with our 


state. Wisconsin has developed many 
notable men. They are the men of yes- 
terday, who may seem great today, but 
tomorrow their names will be lost in ob- 
scurity. Not so with Marquette. On the 
pages of history his name will shine the 
brighter os time goes on." 


Mr. Kyle, pop., S. D., eulogized Mar- 


queue's saintly character and unselfish- 
ness, saying that he had given his life for 
those he loved.

By the Street Department-- 


Investigation Needed. 


The board of liealth has purchased from 


C. H. Hanson a. fine pair of bay Horses, 
weighing 2400 pounds for S223.00. 


In .the opinion of competent judges tbese 


horses ore quite as good as any pair of the 
street horses purchased a; S-iOO.OO. 


It Is stated that the sub-committee 'on 


streets-were very desirous that the board of 
health should take a pair of their horses 
off their hands. Thus it appears that the 
strei.-t department has a surplus of horses 
at.the present time. 


Those who are acquainted. with the 


working of the street department have 
discovered that a number of ex-officials 
are today driving good horses that were 
cast aside by one or other of the city de- 
partments as useleas,or sold off for a mere 
trifli). 


The more the public investigates the 


methods of the street department the 
more proof they find that business is con- 
ducted in'-a most lax and unsystematic 
manner. 


If such loose methods are applied in 


the purchase of horses is it not likely that 
similar methods are used in ithe purchase 
of other supplies, and if in' the street de- 
partment why not as well in some other 
departments, the lands and buildings for 
instance? 


This is but another proof of the wisdom 


of Councilman Eallect's resolution for 
the auditing of department accounts. 
In- 


deed the interests of the city at the pres- 
ent time demand something more. They 
demand that the horse deal, and perhaps 
a few other transactions of the present 
year, should be fully investigated..

THE SPECTACLE OF FIRE VMS 


AWJFUL. 


Believed to Have Been of 


incendiary Origin. 


Cripple Creek, Colo., April 30. — A 


second conflagration, accompanied by 
loss of life and Injuries to many persons, 
swept the business part of this city Into 
ashes yesterday. At least three men lie 
dead and 15 or 20 persons were burned 
and other.wisa injured. Two of the dead 
were killed In an explosion of the Palace 
hotel boiler, and the other was a thief, 
who was shot by a policeman under 
orders. 
( 


One thousand persons are without 


shelter, and the business men and prop- 
erty owners, who have lost all, with 
little or no Insurance, are almost In de- 
spair. They are in a fever of excitement 
and wrath against the Incendiaries who 
are charg-ed with starting this and Sat- 
urday's destruction. 


Mayor SLeele has telegraphed for as- 


sistance from neighboring towns, In the 
way of tents for the homeless, but the 
police department feels able to cope with 
the situation. 
» 


All that is left of the camp Is "Old 


Toivn" over the east, Capitol Hill, the 
residence section northward, and scat- 
tering places about the Florence and 
Cripple Creek yards. 
West Cripple 


Creelc, across the Freeman placer, was 
also spared, 


The loss will not fall short of $2.000.000, 


which Is more heavily Insured than the 
property burned Saturday. All the sub- 
stantial houses of brick and wood, the 
leading hotels, omce buildings and better 
class of retail shops went up In smoke 
or lie in ruins as the result ot-the-dyna- 
mlte exploded to stay che flames. 


The conflagration ended only when the 


residence portion was reached and open 
spaces were encountered, across which 
the flames could not reach. 


The fire, which was undoubtedly Incen- 


diary, started in the. Portland hotel on 
Second street, shortly after noon. 
A 


brisk breeze was blowing and the fire de- 
partment was unable to clleck its prog- 
ress. The Portland was a rattle-trap 
ajid offered the best of kindling lor the 
beginning of a conflagration. 
There 


was much excitement, as the residents 
had not recovered from their terrific ex- 
perience of Saturday. Everybody began 
to prepare to pack up and get away, but 
so rapid was th'e progress .of the flames 
that the people soon became panic- 
stricken and a wild scene ensued. . 


Teams.wore lashed up and down the 


streets by excited men removing prop- 
erty. . Peoplewlthbundles wererunnlng 
pellmell to the northward.

Everybody on the hill hastened to lend 


assistance ty rusHing into town to carry 
away valuables, much of which will re- 
main unidentified. 


At the first hint of looting property 


the police, aided by the citizens, gave 
prompt notice that death would be the 
fate of all thieves, and the story was 
afloat early that several thieves had al- 
ready been shot and their bodies left to 
be cremated. 


Rumora of many lives lost added to 


the general consternation, and when the 
boilers of the Pacific hotel exploded, 
killing and injuring several people, ths 
panic stricken and crazed citizens rushed 
ab'out without apparent purpose or ob- 
ject. 


Late in the afternoon the wind veered 


around to the east, driving the course of 
the conflagration to the more sparsely 
built-up residence district, and the fire 
died out, leaving the high school building 
the only one of any size remaining in the 
camp.

The list of business houses destroyed 


includes every firm of any importance 
ir the city. Many residences were also 
awept away. 


No UJtches In Venezuelan Cue. 


New York. April 30. — An American 


banker of the highest repute, who is now 
in London, and who has ample access to 
Inside Information, has advised his house 
here that the reports set on foot by Mr. 
Smalley concerning difficulties In the 
settlement of the Venezuelan contro- 
versy were exaggerated and in many re- 
spects unwarrantable. He learns from 
the highest authority that the contro- 
versy Is in a fair way to amicable ad- 
justment, so promising that they con- 
sider It no longer b menace to American 
securities abroad. 


Fixeil Up Quietly. 


Philadelphia, April, 30.—Jephtha D. 


Howe, the St. Louis lawyer, who wras ar- 
rested and Indicted, together'^with H. H. 
Holmes^ Carrie A. Pietzel and Marian 
Hedgepeth, In two separate billslcharg- 
Ing them with conspiring to defraud the 
Fidelity Mutual Life association of the 
sum of $10,000, yesterday appeared in 
court of quarter sessions with his coun- 
sel and requested that the bills of in- 
ijlictment against -him be submitted to 
the Jury and a verdict of not guilty 
taken. This request was made to Dis- 
trict Attorney Graham privately, and 
after a consultation It was agreed that 
this should be done.
